Is employed by 
skillful oculists, its effects disappear- 
ing in hours, whereas the\atropine ef- 
fects last days. As a general rule oc- 
ulists consider the use of this aid In- 
despensable for accurate measurement 
of vision to middle age, because it 
eliminates the patient's voluntary or 
unconscious effort to strain during ex- 
amination.

and one-half cup finely 
cut 
seeded 
raisins. 
RoH up snugly, cut off half- 
inch slices and 
lay cut side up on 
buttered and floured baking 
sheet. 
Let stand ten minutes, then vake In 
hot oven. 
Snii-ainld Tea Rolls— Make sponge 
as for bread. To the sponge add the 
whites of two stiffly beaten eggs and 
two tablespoons more each of sugar 
and shortening and beat very thro- 
oughly. jilake a dough as for bread, 
let rise until very 
light,
